There are many forms cancer that can not 
considered preventable, particularly those the 
digestive tract and peritoneum. The most conspicuous 
result the prevention and treatment the disease 
has been those cancers and similar growths that 
are ‘‘visible’’—to which the surgeon may readily gain 
access. Cancers the skin, buccal cavity, breast, and 
the genital organs are generally accessible and treat- 
ment may applied without difficulty. Great prog- 
ress has been made recently treating these accessible 
growths and many lives have been saved because 
the early application scientific methods. 

Out 11,093 deaths from cancer reported Cali- 
fornia 1943, almost 5,000 were the digestive tract 
and peritoneum. Table provides data relative 
deaths from cancer California from 1931 1943, 
inclusive, the primary site the growth. 

Table gives the numbers deaths from cancer 
California during the same years, together with rates 
per hundred thousand population, and numbers 
deaths from this disease sex for the years 1924 
1943, inclusive. 

Table III gives the cancer death rates for the United 
States and for each State for the year 1942. 

Some the factors that cause cancer are simple and 
are well known. Any irritation, such ill-fitting 
dental plate broken tooth, may, irritation 
surrounding tissues, become productive cancerous 
growth.

The American Society for Cancer Research, the 
National Cancer Institute with its National Advisory 
Cancer Council, and the International Cancer Research 
Foundation, are among the most widely known and 
influential cancer research organizations. All these 
organizations work together close cooperation. The 


American Society for the Control Cancer and its 
Women’s Field Army are accomplishing monumental 
piece work providing the public with reliable 
information relative cancer and its control. Local 
chapters the various counties California are active 
sponsoring the needs their own communities. 
They purchase radium, provide travel expenses 
social welfare workers and visiting nurses, and give 
volunteer aid and financial support their communi- 
ties. All these activities are great value pro- 
viding reliable information upon the prevention 
this second leading cause death.

Massachusetts organized cancer control program 
1926. The need for cancer control was first noted 
and recorded Massachusetts 1896 when the 
Massachusetts State Board Health reviewed the 
local cancer situation for the period 1856 through 1895. 
1899 Harvard University appointed the Harvard 
Cancer Commission, group which has played 
important part the development the Massa- 
chusetts cancer program. From that time, interest 
control Massachusetts has continued without 
interruption. 1926 legislation was introduced 
provide for cancer program throughout the State and, 
result, Massachusetts now has hospitals and diag- 
clinics available throughout the whole State.

Cancer Quacks 


Several years ago Dr. Morris Fishbein, Editor the 
JOURNAL THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION, 
stated that ‘‘There may things more heartless than 
exploiting sufferers from disease dreaded cancer, 
but impossible think them. The cancer quack, 
call others charlatans, pretends knowledge does 
not possess and makes claims far beyond the evidence 
support them. There scientific evidence 
prove that serum, drugs combination drugs will 
cure cancer. Nevertheless, charlatans apply caustic 
pastes, inject weird mixtures bacteria debris and 
exalt useless mixtures glands relationship the 
cure 

Many years ago the American Society for the Control 
Cancer desired obtain applicants for prize 
whomever first develops cure for cancer. There were 
2,500 applicants, whose letters described mixtures 
developed Indian squaw, old herb doctor, 
blacksmith, some other type witch. every 
instance the claim was made that the method had 
worked successfully hundreds cases personally 
known the applicant. Not one the cures offered, 
however, offered even lead toward experimentation. 

Some quacks claim that white bread the cause 
and others claims that the use aluminum 
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cooking utensils produces cancer. Others claim that 
cockroaches are carriers the disease. Others state 
that savages not have cancer because they eat whole 
wheat and whole grain, but actually savages not die 
cancer civilized man does because does not live 
long enough die cancer. His life expectancy 
birth still about years, while the expectancy 
life for civilized man running more than years. 
Ninety per cent individuals who die cancer are 
more than years age. 

The assertion that aluminum cooking utensils are 
responsible for the increase the incidence cancer 
typical the use mishandling statistics those 
who not have any conception whatsoever chem- 
istry, medicine, statistical analysis. 

Dr. Fishbein said, ‘‘In the first place not all 
certain that there has been alarming increase 
the incidence cancer. Second, reasonable 
believe that the use aluminum cooking utensils has 
increased because they are found desirable for 
purposes. Third, investigations made 
Great Britain and under the auspices the Medical 
Research Council showed that cooking, even acid 
fruits and vegetables for long periods time 
aluminum ware, showed little aluminum the 
juices after cooking that required the most delicate 
chemical tests indicate its 

has been determined definitely that the use 
aluminum cooking utensils not productive 
any other disease that affects human beings. 


Needless Fear Cancer 


One the unfortunate and needless drawbacks 
the advancement cancer control lies the fear 
eancer, which generally unnecessary and certainly 
harmful the individual. Fear tuberculosis and 
syphilis has been generally removed through the great 
advances that have been made the treatment these 
diseases. There reason why diagnosis cancer 
should hushed. There can stigma attached 
and this unnecessary fear the disease should 
removed. 

Dr. Haven Emerson, formerly Professor Public 
Health Administration Columbia University and 
former Commissioner Health New York City, 
has written interestingly upon this needless fear. 
said, ‘‘Of all deaths occurring the United States 
year only one from cancer. More than twice 
many persons die heart disease cancer and 
more deaths occur from infectious and parasitic 
diseases, and almost many from violence, from 
There occasion for everyone carry 
the threat cancer about with them were 
constant universal menace, because only fraction 


our people have reached those ages which cancer 
all frequent. 

pneumonia, accidents play and 
traffic, present threats life for young children and 
young men and women their first two decades. 
Among persons the United States under years 
age, less than per cent all cancer deaths occur. 

However, there are periods life when thoughtful 
folks must pay attention the chance cancer, 
whether they men women, married single, and 
any race, occupation, income level. Ninety- 
five per cent all cancer occurs persons over 
years age, i.e., cancer hazard which concerns 
particularly about one-third the total population 
the United States. This means that there are some 
46,000,000 people our Country who must take 
thought the conditions their bodies and their way 
life make sure that what know about cancer 
not wasted neglect. the immediate intention 
the physicians and health officers our Country 
see that the men and women these ages, over 35, 
know what and when, reduce the likelihood 
and prevent death from prompt treat- 
ment should develop.

the health law each State city can forbid raw 
milk prevent tuberculosis, and health departments 
exercise control over water supply prevent typhoid, 
can not some law passed the enforcement 
which can spared loss from cancer? 

this must answer, No! Cancer occurs 
many different parts the body, and although 
general from some persistent repeated local irri- 
tation, the particular cause all instances not 
known, but know certainly that not 
tious communicable inherited disease. This 
but one the many instances the realm public 
health where laws and sanitary enforcement would 
produce benefit. Only the slow and gentle 
progress popular education will our growing 
edge about cancer made effective.

WORKING FOR BETTER HEARING 


The Hearing Conservation Specialist the depart- 
ment, cooperation with the Health Nursing 
Services, conducted series institutes the con- 
servation hearing Fresno, Bakersfield, Los Ange- 
les, Riverside, San Diego and Santa Barbara. More 
than 800 people attended the series institutes started 
November. Not only were public health nurses 
attendance, but also otologists, health officers, school 
supervisors, lip-reading teachers and teachers speech 
correction.

HOLDING VENEREAL DISEASE PATIENTS 
FOR TREATMENT 


evaluation the infectious venereal disease case- 
holding the various clinics the State during the 
six months period, June through December, 1943, 
shows that the average, per cent the patients 
active one month did not appear for treatment the 
following month. these, per cent returned 
one month, per cent two months and the remain- 
ing per cent were dropped the end three 
months. This shows improvement, previously 
per cent the cases were dropped three months. 

gonorrhea patients for the same period, who were 
active one month, per cent lapsed the following 
month. this group, per cent returned one 
month and per cent two months, leaving per 
cent lapsed the original per cent. 

This record better than has been obtained many 
communities and believed that the gonorrhea case- 
holding done California clinics important 
factor keeping gonorrhea case rates down. Never- 
theless, definite efforts are made bringing about 
better records for both gonorrhea and 
syphilis that these infectious cases may not continue 
spread.
